«How  can  I lose  weight?”  There 
are  no  magic  answers  tc  this  frequent 
question.  The  "fad"  diets  and  "re- 
ducing" drugs  (if  not  prescribed  by 
your  doctor)  may  do  more  harm  than 
good.  Alsc,  unusual  strenuous  exer- 
cises may  not  be  advisable.  Moderate 
regular  exercise,  such  as  walking, 
can  be  helpful. 

Your  overweight  problem  may  be 
solved  by  the  simple  method  of  cutting 
down  on  all  foods,  it  may  be  nec- 
essary, however,  to  cut  down  more  on 
the  high  calorie  foods  such  as  breads, 
potatoes,  fats,  and  sweets.  Eat  three 
Well-balanced,  though  small,  meals 
each  day.  A low  calorie  between  meal 
snack  may  be  allowed  if  your  meals 
are  much  lower  in  total  calories* 

Eat  slowly  and  you  will  feel  more 
satisfied. 

Gradual  weight  loss  is  usually  more 
effective  than  drastic  weight  re- 
duction. You  will  feel  better  and  be 
less  likely  to  regain  if  you  lose 
weight  slowly.  Losing  and  regaining 
weight  may  be  detrimental  to  your 
health.  If  you  are  much  overweight 
or  have  some  health  problem,  you 
should  consult  your  physician  before 
dieting.  He  may  prescribe  a diet ^ 
and  possibly  a drug,  but  follow  his 
directions  carefully. 

With  Thanksgiving  past  and  Christ- 
mas soon  to  come,  at  least  make  it 
your  New  Year!s  resolution  to  start 
good  eating  habits.  You  will  look
